2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-101 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an 
electrophysiology catheter comprising a handle having a distal end and a proximal end, the handle including an actuator, a flexible shaft 
having a proximal end and a distal end and a longitudinal axis that extends along a length of the shaft, the proximal end of the shaft 
being attached to the distal end of the handle; a tip assembly having a proximal end and a distal end, the proximal end of the tip 
assembly being attached to the distal end of the shaft, and the tip assembly including a wire formed of a super elastic material and 
shaped to bias the tip assembly in a first orientation; and a cable, attached to the actuator and the tip assembly, that extends through the 
shaft, the cable being adapted to change an orientation of the tip assembly from the first orientation in response to movement of the 
actuator. 

Claims 1-101 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus has industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
